Thanks to Floyd AF6BC, our valiant Prize table 
guy, for bringing in a very wonderful radio for 
the May meeting. It is a Hallicrafters CB-17 CB 
set from 1959. Normally, | wouldn’t be too 
excited about a CB, but add the Hallicrafters name 
and the HOOK is set into me!!! | was just tickled 
to win it in the drawing and quickly brought it 
here to work. 

The CB-17 is a 6 channel crystal-only RX/ TX 
rig, so no variable receive tuning like the 
Hallicrafters CB-3A and CB-19 | have. The CB- 
17 is a little rarer than those 2. This one was in 
pretty good condition and all it required for repair 
was to re-solder the AC cord which was broken 
at the connector. | brought it up slowly on the 
Variac, as it is good practice to do on every 
vintage radio regardless of it’s history, and all 
the voltages looked great. I sprayed the 
bandswitch with contact cleaner and hooked up 
the sig gen. Looking up on the Internet, | found 
what frequencies corresponded to the CB 
channels and entered them into my signal 
generator. The CB-17 received them all, but some 
could have used some tweaking as they were 
slightly off frequency. No provision was made 
for netting the crystal freqs. With this radio, if it 
is off freq, they expect you to buy a new crystal. 
On transmit, | found the same thing, various 
channels were not on frequency, but probably 
close enough for AM work. If! were going to use 
this rig, it would have variable caps installed to 
net each freq dead on. On transmit, | saw the 
meter move but the output was a little lame. For 
the suggested 5W input, | saw maybe a watt out. 
Maybe 2, | need to use a calibrated HF wattmeter 
to see. But it moved so their was RF out. It might 
help to put in a new 6CX8, but then this is going 
on the shelf and not in the operating station. One 
problem | did find was that someone in the past 
50 years splattered paint on the front panel. | 
used a Q-Tip and some Flux remover we have 
here at work very gingerly as to not remove the 
panel paint, just the spots. That worked great, 
and though tedious, did not damage the panel. 
The flux remover is dangerous to use as it often 


takes off a lot more than you want, but 
Hallicrafters did a great job in painting this and 
didn’t cheap out on coating. | finished the job 
with the miracle NOVUS #2 polish so now the 
panel looks like it did in 1959. Thanks again to 
Floyd for bringing in the great radio! 

The 2nd radio of the month is one of the Earliest 
Hallicrafters | have owned. | also have a SX-28 
and S-27, don’t know if they are earlier. Neither 
of those works yet. The new radio is a 
Hallicrafters S-19R Sky Buddy from 1939. The 
Wholesale Radio Service catalog from that year 
shows it. In 1939, the country was coming out 
of the Great Depression and WW2 was on the 
Horizon. An affordable Shortwave Radio was 
needed for the Masses. Hallicrafters supplied 
this with the Sky Buddy. | received an email from 
Ed W60Y) inquiring if | might like one of these... 
OH YES I NDEED!!!!' was the answer. | rushed 
over to get it and it looked in pretty good 
condition. All the tubes were there and it was 
missing only 1 knob, (which I later found in the 
junk box.) The Power cord was almost 
completely disintegrated!! (Quickly replaced) 
One side was badly corroded due to being laid 
there for many decades, so | sanded it off and 
repainted it. Also did the top and bottom to cherry 
it out. I1t was missing the main tuning dial plastic 
line indicator which | formed out of a CD case. | 
scored the plastic with a knife and snapped it, 
then finished rounding the corners with a sanding 
block. I need to replace the bandspread plastic, 
but Hallicrafters made that very difficult, as the 
front panel and chassis are welded together and 
cannot be separated. It would require removing 
and restringing all the dials just to get the 
bandspread pulley off. So, it was left as is. This 
also was brought up very slowly and it had a loud 
hum. As mentioned before, for some reason the 
capacitor between the detector stage and the 
audio stage seems to get leaky and this .02 uF 
was bad. | need to replace it with another .02 of 
the same vintage, but for now, | just put a .01 
disc cap in series. The BFO doesn’t work, so I 
need to put another type 76 tube in that. Maybe 
I will do that this afternoon. (It’s Mothers Day!)
